DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 , 1 3, 1 5-1 8 and 23 renumbered as claims 1 -1 1 , 1 2, 1 3-1 6 and 1 7 are 
allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
method as set forth in claim 1 that urges an actuator into a stationary lateral position 
against a stop to sense a plurality of partly accessible tracks on the surface and defining 
an accessible track range for the surface that includes fully accessible tracks on the 
surface and excludes the sensed plurality of partly accessible tracks is neither taught by 
nor an obvious variation of the art of record. The claimed method as set forth in claim 
10 that includes the steps of urging an actuator against a stop at a stationary lateral 
position while identifying each of several tracks and defining an accessible track range 
for the surface based on a laterally-most extreme that is identified and fully accessible is 
neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of record. The claimed method as 
set forth in claim 23 that senses several lateral track identifies while urging the actuator 
laterally against a stop at a fixed, common actuator position and determining an 
accessible track range for the surface based on the several lateral track identifiers is 
neither taught by nor an obvious variation of the art of record.
